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Telephone Co. 

Asks For Increase 
Starting Feb. 15 

% 

A schedule of temporary rate in¬ 
creases totaling approximately $2,- 
450,000 in additional annual net in¬ 
come was filed by the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Company 
of Baltimore City with the Mary¬ 
land Public Service Commission, to 
be effective on or before February 
15, 1949. 

For Greenbelt subscribers, W. F. 
Wolfe, C & P manager, stated that 
temporary increased monthly rates 
for residence service would be as 
follows: individual, $4.25 (an in¬ 
crease of 50c); two-party, $3.75 (an 
increase of 75c); four-party, $3.25 
(an increase of 75c). 

On Temporary Basis 

The' supplemental petition re¬ 
quested authority to increase tele¬ 
phone rates on a temporary basis, 
pending full investigation by the 
Commission of the C & P’s Novem¬ 
ber 10 application for permanent 
increases. 

The company specified that bond 
will be furnished “to insure prompt 
refund by the company to those 
entitled thereto, of all amounts 
which the company shall collect or 
receive in excess of such rates and 
charges as may be finally fixed and 
determined by this Commission.” 

“Low” Earnings 

It was claimed that the compa¬ 
ny’s “critically low” earnings, 
coupled with the many months an¬ 
ticipated for the company to pre¬ 
pare and the Commission to inves- 
. tigate and decide upon permanent 
rate increases’ necessitates relief 
through temporary rates. 

Increased expense involved intro¬ 
duction of dial-to-Washington serv¬ 
ice in Greenbelt was cited by Wolfe 
as one of the factors responsible 
for the new rate increase. 

Completion Next Summer 

Completion of the new service, ex¬ 
pected during the third quarter of 
1949, will provide Greenbelters 
with the choice between their pres¬ 
ent service and one on which 
Washington numbers can be dialed. 
With the latter, no charge would 
be made for either Washington or 
local calls. Greenbelt numbers, 
however, would be reached by dial¬ 
ling the operator. 

It is expected that only those sub¬ 
scribers whose Washington calls 
are numerous enough to make use 
of the higher-cost service economi¬ 
cally feasible will request the 
change. 

Greenbelters Involved 
In Automobile Accident 

Cars driven by two Greenbelt 
residents collided head-on early 
Monday evening on the Greenbelt 
Road just east of the Branchville 
Trolley line. B. Wood, 5 Garden¬ 
way was heading towards Green¬ 
belt, when his car hit another car 
driven by H. Carr, 35-E Ridge. 
Both autos suffered extensive dam¬ 
age, and although the occupants of 
the cars were badly shaken up, 
there Were no apparent serious in¬ 
juries. Prince Georges County Po¬ 
lice responded to the accident call 
and took charge of the situation. 
It is believed that damages will be 
settled by insurance claims. No 
charges were made against the 
drivers.

1949 Town Budget 
Given To Council 

Donald presented a budget for 1949 
town operations totaling $221,908.- 
71, an increase of $41,817.08 over 
1948 estimated expenditures, to the 
Town Council at the open hearing 
on the budget held last Monday 
evening. No action was taken as 
the council was not meeting in reg¬ 
ular session. 

The higher budget increases the 
tax rate from $3,072 per $100 to 
$3,407. Councilwoman Betty Har¬ 
rington reminded those present 
that the residents pay this tax in 
their rent and said that until it is 
paid directly and separately she did 
not expect much citizen interest in 
budget hearings. 

Includes Road Services 

The increase includes added serv¬ 
ices such as the operation of the 
community building by the Town, 
for which offsetting revenues are 
receivable from the Prince Georges. 
County Board of Education. Sala¬ 
ry raises account for much of the 
increase, as for the first time the 
annual $330 raise for employees, 
(based on the federal raise) appears 
is the budget. The retirement plan 
entered into this year for the em¬ 
ployees amounts to $4,052.35, an ex¬ 
penditure not included in former 
years. 

Recreation Costs More 

Repairs and equipment for the 
swimming pool, tennis courts and 
playground areas in addition to 
salary increases and higher cost of 
materials, make up a $10,212 in¬ 
crease in the Recreation budget. 

New revenue of $1,500 appearing 
in this year’s budget from the real 
estate tax t^b^paidDy Hreenbelt 
Consumer Services for the new su¬ 
permarket is completely offset by 
rental of kindergarten rooms at the 
North End school, payable to the 
Board of Education. Public Hous¬ 
ing Administration, former owner 
of the building, did not charge the 
Town for the use of the rooms. 

Request for payment in lieu of 
taxes from PHA this year will be 
$189,678.71, compared to $160,585 
for 1948.

Since V-J Day this company has spent 
more than $60,000,000 to expand and improve -tele¬ 
phone service in Maryland.
